St. Louis Has Few Prostrations Com- 
pared With New York and Chi- 
cago—Mercury at 92. 


Weather Forecaster Bowie, perched high 
in the federal building, with his electric 
fan working overtime, has no hope to hold 
out to poor mortals sweltering on the 
glaring sidewalks below him. 

“Fair and continued warm weather to- 
night and Friday” is his inevitable edict. 

And then in addition to the sun’s heat. 
there is the humidity to be reckoned with 

The official thermometer at 11 o'clock reg- 
istered 92 degrees and the indications were 
that it would pass Wednesday's record, 
The readings were: 6 a. m., 78; 

83; 8, 86; 10, 88; 11, 92. 

Look out for the humidity! 
thing. according to Mr. Bowie, the official 
weather man, that causes the sunstrokes 
and prostrations during the hot months. If 
you want to rail against 
exact and anathematize the humidity, not 
the heat. 

And it this point of humidity 
that St. Louis has 
the advantage over 
the cities of New 
York and Chi- 
cago. There have 
been practically no 
prostrations here 
as yet, though the 
thermometer has 
registered close to 
the New York 
mark. In the latter 
city, where the hu- 
midity has been 
high, there huve 
already been fatal- 
itles as the result 
of the intense weather conditions. 

Humidity means the amount of moisture 
in the air. As every one knows, it is the 
evaporation of the perspiration that cools 
us and alone makes the intense heat en- 
durable. 

This evaporated moisture must be car- 
ried in the air. but when the air fs humid 
thre is less chance for evaporation. The 
result is prostration and sunstroke. 

The weather bureau records show that 
St. Louis has less humidity than Chicage 
or New York, which accounts for the lack 
of prostrations here. The ocean and the 
lake are the bane of New York and Ce 


cago in this respect. 

When the mercury is at 9% degrees in 
Chicago or New York prostrations and 
deaths are frenuent. In St. Louis there is

EVANSVILLE, Ind., July 9.—Gov. Dur- 
bin, upon learning that Judge Rasch had 
ordered the negro Leo Brown brought back 
here for immediate trial, wired Judge 
Rasch that he would not allow the pris- 
oner to be taken from the state institu- 
tion at this time. 

Judge Rasch, immediately on receipt of 
the governor's order, wired Sheriff Kratz 
to return here without the prisoner. He 
said the trial would be indefinitely post- 
poned. In his telegram Gov. Durbin said;

But a Gunboat Will Hasten to Force

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The United 
States gunboat Bancroft probably will be 
ordered to obtain the release at once of 
three American ships seized by the Vene- 
zuelan government and two seized by the 
revolutionists. Thero seems to be 4 
double blockade of the Orinoco river, one 
by the Venezuelan government and one by 
the revolutiontists. 

International iaw prohibits a nation 
from blockading its own ports, and neither 
blockade will be recognized by fhe United 
States. 

According to the press dispatches re- 
cerved today from the Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, the Venezuelan government 
forces captured three American steamers 


near <Ahure and the revolutionists al 
(udad Bolivar captured two American 
vessels. 

The Bancroft was ordered to Trinidad 
several days ago to protect American in- 
ferests in the event of a clash between 
the overnment forces and the revolu- 
tionists near Ciudad Bolivar. 

The Bancroft reached Trinidad yester- 


day, and it is expected that orders will | 


be sent to her today to Insist on the im 
mediate release of the detained pe. If 
any trouble should arise, which is thought 
to be improbable, the Bancroft would 
doubtless be more than a,match for the 
combined government and\rebel blackad- 
ing fleets.

Careful Analysis by a Post-Dispatch 
Correspondent Shows That Political 
Conditions Make American Cardi- 
nal a Formidable Candidate. 


IF FOREIGNER IS CHOSEN 
HE WILL BE THE VICTOR. 


European Nations’ Jealousy, Feud Be- 
tween Provincial and Roman Cardi- 
nals and Catholicism’s Decline in 


Latin Countries, in His Favor.

ROME, July 9.—It is proposed here to 

a@nalyze the sacred college, with a view 
of pointing out the seeming chances for 
the chair of St. Peter of those most promi- 
nently named as the successor of Leo. In 
Ahis connection, and of special interest to 
Americans, is the fact that Gibbons, the 
only American cardinal, is not without 
opportunity of becoming the head and au- 
thority of the Roman church. 
Tt tin a possibility, as will be shown 
when the situation with ite many po- 
litical and social conditions is explained. 
The election of Gibbons may be deter- 


mined upon in order to solve a areat va- 
riety of questions that wex the govern- 


ing body of Catholiciam. 

Putting aside for the moment the sugges- 
tions concerning Cardinal Gibbone, it 18 
well to point out matters that weigh 
againet those supposed to stand nearer to 
the chair. 

Those prominently named are Sattolll, 
Rampolla, Gotti and the brothers Van- 
nutelli, against each of whom several rea- 
sons militate. 

Rampolla has been Leo's secretary of 
state for many years, and as such is com- 
mitted to a policy that has found much 
opposition and many enemies in the Sacred 
College whose motto is "A new pope, a new 
policy.’ 


Points Against 
Leading Candidates. 


Gotti is a monk, belonging to an order 
which has never yet given a pope to the 
church. 

The Carmelite Order is not one of the 
greatest in the church, and therefore Got- 
ti's candidacy would not be acceptable to 
the great religious orders and their repre- 
sentatives of the Sacred College. Moreover, 
the open advocacy of his promotion by Leo 
XIII would certainly produce a strong wave 
of opposition among the other cardinals. 

The brothers Vannutelli are very popular 
among the Roman aristocracy, but most 
of their social intercourse has been with 
personages friendly to the existing Italian 
government and creatures of the govern- 
ment. This fact alone will lose them many 
votes in the conclave. 

Besides, it is against the policy of the 
Sacred College to elect to the pontifical 
throne a man whose brother is a cardinal, 
because, as is thought to be natural, all 
of the best offices would go to the brother, 
at the expense of the other cardinals. 

Satolli has not a «reat deal to recom- 
mend him other than his career in the 
United States, but this js a very strong 
point tm his favor, as will be seen in 
the consideration of Gibboms for the 
place. 

If the conclave wishes to bring Amer- 
jean influence and methods into the 
church, and could not agree upos a for. 
eligner, Satolli,. an Italian. would cer- 
tainly stand a good chance of being 
elected. Moreover. he is a general fa- 
vorite among the cardin«ls. 


Provincial Cardinals 
and Their Chances. 


Of the provincial Italian cardinals, Ca- 
pecelutro, Sarto, Svampa and Ferrari are 
thought to have the best chances. In can- 
vassing the probability of their election it 
must be borne in mind that if the cardi- 
nals are to agree upon an Italian they will 
Go #0 only in order to select 1a man op- 
posed to the Italian government and its 
conduct toward the Holy See. 

For this reason {‘apecelatro, the confess- 
or of Queen Margherita, must be elimi- 
nated. 

Svampa is too young and his age would 
produce considerable opposition tn the col- 
lege. 

Forrari and Sarto seem to be the most 
probable papabili, and carry most votes. 

Althovah Sarto, as patriarch of Venice, 
muintained social intercourse with the Ital- 
lan royal family during their visit to the 
Adriatic Queen, he never committed him- 
sclf openly on any question of policy. 

Ferrari, as archbishop of Milian, openly 
defied and fought the Italian government 
1) yeare ago, during the bread riots in 
lombardy, and, because of this, he may 
obtain many votes from the irreconcilia- 
ble party. He ts & years old and held 
many sees before going to Milan. His ad- 
ministration has been very successful, al- 
though he is not a favorite among the 
Liberals of northern Italy. 

As to Gibbons, it in wrong to assume 
thet the power of veto, loma held hy the 
geoveraments of France, Austria and 
Seain, will be denied te them in the 


comiea conclave. 

France hase this right by virtee of the 
i encerdat. which, belma s-atill im force. 
preserves for anctent prerogative. 

Austria and Seaein could not very well 
be deorived of theif riahta if such are 
left te Freece. and tt may be taken for 
aranted that this power shall be exer- 
ctaed the mext conclave.

As to the result of the coming election, 
there may first be considered the possi- 
bility of a foreigner’s election. The pow- 
er of veto will prevent the nomination 
of a Frenchman, a German or an Aux- 
trian, because of political jealousy, even 
if it were possible for two-thirds of the 
cardinals to agree upon a foreigner 
above an Italian.

Just now, the feeling in Rome among 
the cardinals is that, perhaps. after 
these years, it might be advantuzeous 
to try the experiment.

Mr. Bernays Is Trying to Find a 
Charitable Organization to Take 
Charge of Institution. 


City Chemist Walter Bernays has re- 
ceived a telegram from Nathan Strauss, the 
New York philanthropist, who offers to es- 
‘tablish a milk pasteurizing plant in St. 
next year, providing arrangements 
|for conducting such an institution can be 
made, 
An 


louis 


effort is now being made to find a 


charitable organization which will under- 
take to conduct the plant, and which will 
obtain milk to be furnished to the infants 
of the poor, who depend on pure milk for 
‘their lives\during the hot months. 

Mr. Isernays estimates that $5000, placed 
in the hands of some charitable organiza- 
tion, will be sufficient to start the plant. 

According to the plans, if the plant is 
established in St. Louis next summer, pas- 
teurized milk will be furnished to infants 
upon the prescription of a physician or the 
recommendation of charitable organiza- 
tions. Whether or not a nominal sum 
shall be charged for the milk is a detail 
to be determined later. 

Mr. Strauss has established pasteurizing 
plants in New York and Philadelphia, and 
he has offered to equip one in Chicago. 
The Children’s Hospital Society of the lat- 
ter city is now raising $5000 with which to 
buy the milk. 

Mr. Bernays says pasteurized milk is bet- 
ter for infants than is sterilized milk, for 
by pasteurizing the albumen in the milk 
is not coagulated. 

In pasteurizing the milk is twice heated 
and the bacilll are completely destroved. 

The value of pasteurized milk is shown 
by tne mortality statistics of the Infant 
Asylum at Randall's Island, New York 
In 1897 the death rate among the infants 
there was 44.36. After the pasteurizing 
plant was established a year later the 
mortality rate dropped to 19.08, and in 1901 
it was 18.09.
